Solid Gold 


The medal, which was designed 
by Mr. T. E. Maxwell, of Dublin, is 
of solid 18-carat gold. It is sus- 
pended from a solid gold bar by a 
silk tricolour ribbon. The top 
panel bears the inscription, “ Walter 
Scott Medal”; the lower one “ For 
Valour.” On either side are panels 
bearing the American Eagle and the 
Irish Harp. 

| On the bar above the ribbon is 
inscribed the name of the Guard 
who has received it, with his num- 
ber and the year. 

It was first presented in 1923 to 
Garda James Mulroy... Two years 
later Colonel Scott presented further 
funds to defray the cost of 
additional silver and bronze medals 
so that Gardai might be rewarded 
whose actions had not quite 
achieved the standard of the gold 
one.
